Port Huron's Big Reds were terrific in their 1953 football season, 
topping the State record with 26 consecutive wins over a three-year 
period finally stopped by Grosse Pointe, who won 7-0, 

Although the Big Reds failed in their attempt to keep the State's best 
football winning streak alive, they set a scoring record for local football 
with a total of 288 points for the year. Overall, one of the lightest of Port 
Huron's better teams over the years, the '53 Reds made up for it with 
speed and sharp charging in the line. In scoring 288 points, the Big Reds 
rushed for 38 touchdowns and passed for five. There were two field goals 
kicked and the extra point was made 24 times. The Reds picked up a net 
2,452 yards running, to 628 by the nine opponents. In passing, the Big 
Reds conceded on edge; 413 yards to 438 for the opponents. 

Bob Boyd, Dave Winfield, and A1 Davis topped the one-hundred mark 
in total carries, and all averaged better than five yards per crack. Davis 
was the team's top scorer with 101 points on 12 touchdowns, 24 conversions, 
and two field goals; the first kicked by a local player since 1930. Winfield 
scored 11 touchdowns. Bob Boyd 10, Lyle McAuley 4, Dave Baker 3 and 
Ray Wilkens, Walt Redmond, and Bill Robinson one each.

Then in the ninth game, Lyle suffered a 
sprained ankle and was out for the next three weeks. However, this team 
accomplished a win in the opening round of the State Regional tournament. Lapeer 
was the victim. This is the first game a Port Huron team has won in the tourna- 
ment in the past three years. 

Seniors Jack McDonald, John Thomas, and Paul Heald finished their careers 
against Saginaw Arthur Hill in the tournament at Flint. Jack was a sensational 
long-shot artist and play maker deluxe with his sharp and fancy passes. John 
developed the spirit of the team and developed into one of the leading scorers.
